As Storms Rake County 


The Pittsfield lightning storm 
was one of six distinct storms that 
lashed the Berkshire County area 
over a three-hour period, according 
to the weather bureau. Besides the 
three children at Pontoosuc Lake, 
at least 11 other persons were in- 
jured directly or indirectly by the 
storms. 

Mrs. Merritt E. Chapman of 530

$4 Tax Rate Increase Indicated 


' Mayor Capeless today submitted 
for approval of the City Council 
his 1955 budget. It calls for an ap- 
propriation ‘of $7,488,815, about 
$446,000 more than last year’s. It 
will mean, he says, increase of 
‘about $4 over last year’s $45 tax 
rate. 

About $400,000 more is needed 
this year for the increase in pay 
‘granted last year to all city em- 
ployes, $200,000 of it for the 650 em- 
ployes of operating departments 
‘and another $200,000 for the 350 
employes of the School Depart- 
;ment. The mayor and the City 
‘Council have no jurisdiction over 
‘School Department appropriations 
‘even though they have to be in- 
cluded in the over-all budget. 


_ County Costs Up 


In his budget message, the 
‘mayor points out that the tax rate 
increase could have been kept 
down to $3 were it not for the in- 
crease in Pittsfield’s share of the 
cost of county government and. for 
the decrease in estimated receipts 
from state income and _ corpora- 
‘tion taxes. 

*‘The whole story,’’ the mayor 
says in his budget message, “‘of 
‘that part of the budget for which 
we are held accountable can be 
summed up very briefly. It is a 
‘matter of paying more to maintain 
our services at substantially the 
same level. Street lighting will cost 
$20,000 more, welfare about $20,000, 
snow removal about $15,000, and 


school repairs about $10,000. And 
in each of those categories, we will 
be accomplishing more with the 


extra money provided. But as to 
the rest, however, we will remain 
at our present level and pay $200,- 
000 more in the process because 
of salary increases granted in the 
middle of last year.” 


Pay Hikes Unopposed 


The mayor points out that the 
vote of the City Council on salary 
increases was unanimous; that not 
a single-person or group in the 
community directly opposed the 
passage of the new pay-raise ordi- 
nance. 

‘In logic, then,’’ he continues, 
“‘we should look ‘for no protest of 
the tax rate increase that inevit- 
ably will thereby be procuced. But 
needless to say, there will be com- 
plaints and, illogical as they might 
be, they will, at the same time, 
be understandable, for this is the 
year when the time lag between 
private and. public salaries. will 
really have an adverse effect.’’ 

The mayor pointed out that when 
private income was on-the rise the 
taxpayer didn’t suffer each time 
the city adjusted salaries of public 
employes. ‘Now that private in- 
comes have leveled off, this-latest 
move to allow public employes to 
regain a fair relative position will 
“really hurt,’’. he said.
